Italian Ship Mined 

LONDON (AP) -The Italian 
freighter Gorgio Ohlsen sank off 
the British cast coast yesterday 
after striking a mine, Reuter's 
New* Agency reported tonight. 
The vessel carried 32 officers and 
men whose fate was not known 
Immediately. 

A small empty lifeboat frotp 
the stdp was picked up two miles 
off the British east coast tonight. 
Reuter* said, and a coastal life¬ 
boat was searching for survivors.

The secret sitting of the British 
Parliament was held In Decem¬ 
ber to discuss war problems, 
mainly questions of munitions 
supply.

DEATHS IN LA _— 

NEW YORK (AP) Lathing 
gales at sea brought a new men 
ace to life amd property today In 
the wake of winter* heaviest 
snowstorm which left 36 known 
dead, score* injured, and drifts 
piled high throughout the eastern 
United States. 

The weather bureau in Wash¬ 
ington sent out a bulletin warn 
nlng that a storm of "great In¬ 
tensity attended by gales over 
a wide area" was raging In a 
focus about 150 miles east of 
Nantucket, Mass. 

Hearts overtaxed by shoveling 
snow or battling through snow- 
drifts accounted for a majority 
of the storm fatalities, with hard- 
hit -Pcnnsylwnla registering 
eight deaths, upstate New York 
eight. New Jersey eight. New 
York city six, Maryland three 
and New England three. 

In metropolitan New York an 
official fall of eight Inches was 
recorded. 

Although the major force of 
the storm, which came a* a Val¬ 
entine's Day gift" from the 
south, had blown itself out to sea. 
high winds still harassed ship 
ping in inland coastal water*. 

A United State* coastguard 
culler, a firehoat and a police 
launch struggled for more than 
an hour in the Ice-choked Hudson 
River before finally retrieving 
seven derelict lighters which 
broke away while loading a liner. 

J. ROOSEVELT 
ASKS DIVORCE 

LOS ANGELES (AP)-James 
Rooaevslt. film executive and son 
of the United States President, 
filed suit for divorce today. 

His complaint charged deter 
tlon. It said Mr. Roosevelt .and. 
the former Betsey Cushing of 
Boston and New Haven were 
married June 4. 1930, in Brook 
line. Mass., and separated No¬ 
vember 1. 1938. 

The complaint also stated they 
have two Children. Sara Delano, 
aged seven, and Kate, aged four. 
Mr. Roosevelt asked only for a 
divorce and "such other relief as 
may seem equitable." 

Mr. Roosevelt, who la 32, came 
here a year ago to become a 
vice president of the Goldwyn 
film company. He recently gave 
up the Goldwyn vioe-prealdency 
and formed hit own company, 
Globe Films. He now Is prepar¬ 
ing hib x first production.

New Loan System 
Planned in Alberta 

EDMONTON (CP)—Extension 
of the provincial treasury branch 
service to provide making of loans 
will be authorized In an amending 
bill to the Treasury Act which 
Provincial Treasurer Low will In¬ 
troduce at the present session of 
the Alberta Legislature, It has 
been learned on reliable authority. 

It was also learned that the 
amending bill will Include pro¬ 
vision for purchase of certain 
goods, coming within scope of the 
3 per cent bonus, on the Instal¬ 
ment plan. Details of this phase 
of the amendment were r.ot Im¬ 
mediately available. 

Put into operation In Septem¬ 
ber, 1938, the treasury branch 
system, as part of the provincial 
government’s interim program, 
included no provision for making 
loans. 

It is expected that, with the 
province applying for a provincial 
bank charter, expected to be 
granted at the parliamentary ses¬ 
sion In April, the granting of loans 
under the treasury branch system 
will be possible. 

The treasury branch system 
now includes 30 branches and 
about 275 agencies, 

French-Canadians 
Say No Conscription 

QUEBEC (CP) - A docu¬ 
ment Issued by the Bloc Univer- 
sitalrr, French-Canadian Student 
group, says: 

"We wish nothing better than 
Canadian unity. We are doing 
everything to bring It about. We 
have accepted, although It was 
costly to us. participation In the 
present European war on the 
specified condition that con¬ 
scription would not be estab¬ 
lished. This solemn pact was 
unanimously ratified by the 
House and the Senate. We have 
done our part and our hand re¬ 
mains outstretched. 

"But hereinafter let It be well 
understood that Canadian unity 
would forever be endangered by 
conscription. . . . 

"For us patriotism embraces 
Canada, the whole of Canada," It 
said. “And we do not feel that 
need to say ‘Canada before all.’ 
We say 'Canada—and that is all’.* 

The document, approved by the 
executive committee of the bloc, 
which- has sections in Quebec. 
Montreal, Ottawa and St. Boni¬ 
face. Man., was described as a 
“declaration by French-Canadians 
on conscription.*

Probably 
75 per cent of the Catholic people 
of Toronto receive the blessing 
on the feast-day of St. Blaslus.” 

St. Blaslus was put to death In 
the year 316 A.D. He is the 
I patron of wool-combers for the 
singular reason that one of the 
Instruments used In his torture 
I was a wool-comb.

De Klrillis returned to this, a 
favorite editorial theme, in his 
newpaper L’Epoque following 
announcement by military auth¬ 
orities that a young German bar¬ 
oness who fled to Germany last 
July would be tried in absentia 
for espionage. 

Baroness von Elnelm, young 
and pretty, la alleged to have 
been the brains of a huge pre-war 
Nazi spy ring. Several persons 
accused of aiding her, Including 
two employees of Paris newspap¬ 
ers a senate stenographer and an 
Austrian, Leo Hirsch. were 
arrested last summer. 

One of the newspaper employ¬ 
ees, Jullen Poirier, has died In 
prison and the others may re¬ 
ceive prison sentences if the 
charges are proved. The baron¬ 
ess, if convicted, may be sen¬ 
tenced to death, the sentence to 
be carried out if she ever falls 
into French custody. 

Military Investigators sub¬ 
mitted their findings In the case 
of the baroness and the others to 
the civil courts yesterday, and 
De Kerillls followed this up today 
with a contention that high so¬ 
ciety spies and propagandists are 
still at work in Franoe. 


Tweedsmuir Letter I 
Published in London 

LONDON (CP)—The Earl of 
Bessborough received a letter 
from Lord Tweedsmuir the day 
his death in Montreal was 
announced, -expressing regret 
over the prospect of leaving Can¬ 
ada, where "I have got my boots 
down pretty deep.” 

Lord Bessborough, succeeded 
by the late Lord Tweedsmuir as 
Governor-General, has disclosed a 
passage of the letter In a letter 
to The Times, London. 

Speaking of his approaching 
return to Great Britain Lord 
Tweedsmuir had written: 

"I do not believe In any Gov- 
emor-G?neral going on too long. 
Also my health needs a little 
attention. I begin my melan¬ 
choly farewell tour of the west 
at the end of March. I shall find 
It hard to leave in many 
ways . . . 

In an appreciation printed In 
In the same paper, Violet Rosa 
Markham recalls conversations 
with Lord Tweedsmuir at Quebec 
In which he declared: ^ 

"Canada never can compete In 
numbers with the United States. 
Her Job Is quality. Not quan¬ 
tity; not a vast population, but a 
race of elect and splendid men 
and women who will be light 
bearers in the world, and suen 
men and women can be trusted 
to use for the right ends her In- 
credibly rich natural resources. ’ 

The writer of this appreciation 
is the widow of Lt.-Cl. James Car- 
rut hers and was representative 
of the Canadian government on 
the governing body of the Inter¬ 
national Labor Office at Geneva 
In 1923.

Hon. George M. Weir, Provtn- 
rial Secretary, commenUrvg on the 
co-operative medical service plan 
I advanced by the British Columbia 
College of Physicians and Sur 
geons, satd the scheme was alt 
I right as far aa it went, but plana 
I of this kind haw never yet solved 
, the real health problem. 

Dr. Weir, who sponsored the 
j Inoperative state health Insur¬ 
ance scheme In B.C., compared 
higher rates In the doctors' plan 
with the government’* proposal 

"Any honest effort to provide 
more adequate health services 
for our people—SO per sent of 
whom are unable to pay for such 
services — should be examined 
solely on its merits." Dr. Weir 
latatea. 

•Speaking generally, wnat la

1 per cent of the wage-earners of 
! Canada received 11,000 or lees a 
I year.

City Relief 
Budget Dowd 

When tha city estimates com¬ 
mittee starts work on the 1M0 
departmental budget of the dty 
welfare office. It will be dealing 
with an expenditure eatlmate 
$12 BOO below actual costs In 1939. 

The preliminary d epa r t m ental 
draft was completed this week 
and forwarded to D. A. Macdon¬ 
ald. city comptroller treasurer, for 
review and Inclusion In the gen¬ 
eral preliminary budget for the 
entire dty. 

E. G. Snowden, dty relief of¬ 
ficer; today emphasized the fact 
figures prepared bj? hta office 
were of a tentative nature. 

"We never know when drastic 


change* in conditions may affect 
the employment market. Neither 
can we say, from one month to 
the next, what rearrangements 
may be made by federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments. Our figures 
are complied largely on a basis 
of laat year’s expenditures. Ac¬ 
tivity in shipbuilding UUs year 
should offset a drop in defence 
wosk and may materially check 
the number returning to the relief 
rolls,’’ he laid. 

The department’s budget for 
1940 lists total coats to the dty 
at $12SB28. Last year the esti¬ 
mate was $188,735, and the actual 
gross expenditure. Includin g gov - 
ernment contributions, was $291.- 
164. Of that Utter sum the gov¬ 
ernments refunded approximately 
$190,006, leaving costa to the dty 
at roughly $141,164. That figure 
to $12,836 above the $128,328 ex¬ 
penditure estimate for this year. 

The chief reason for the reduc¬ 


tion In cost figures was reported 
to be the revision by the superior 
governments of their contribu¬ 
tions to dty'relief. During, Jan- 
uarv, February and March, of laat 
year, the three highest months 
of 1939, the government paid 60 
per cent of the coats of unem 
ployables. After the third month 
the percentage was changed to 
an 80-20 basis and payments 
were made to the dty for cases 
previously declared entirely dty 
chargee. This year, subtect to 
possible revision, the 80-20 ar¬ 
rangement will continue. 

Through a reduction of staff 
and lower allocation for supplies, 
the estimate for wages and sup¬ 
plies thla year U down $3,000. 
Reduction In the number previ¬ 
ously listed as 100 per cent dty 
durges cuts the dty grant Hat 
$4.80t to $1,300. Coats of con¬ 
valescent homes has Increased 


$2,500 to $13900. according to the 
estimate. Other Items remain 
substantially the same.

Bids Close in May 
For Giant Ships 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Bid* 
tor the construction ol the two 
great trans pacific liners, which 
will be designed to be quickly 
- co n ve r te d Into aircraft carriers, 
will be opened May 7. 

The vessels will each be of 759 
feet over all with a beam on the 
waterline of 98.2 feet. 

Built for operation between 
San Francisco and the Far East, 
these luxury liners will have a 
displacement of 35,500 tons and 
will develop a speed of 24 knots. 
They will have accomodation for 
—*1,000 passengers and will carry 
a. crew of 500. 

Cargo space will run to 535,000 
bale cubic feet. 

The commission called the de¬ 
sign “unique,” adding that con¬ 
struction of such ships had never 
before been undertaken in any 
cot try.

Ocean Timber 
Rafts Ruled Out 

VANCOUVER (CP1-A sugges¬ 
tion made at Victoria by Lord 
Marley, deputy Speaker of the 
House of Lords, that British Co 
lumbia timber could be shipped to 
the United Kingdom In rafts was 
described as "definitely imprac¬ 
ticable" by local log operators and 
towboat men. ___ 

“The cost would be out of the 
question, even if the raft* could 
be delivered Intact," said one 
logger who has been rafting logs 
from the Queen Charlotte Islands 
to low mainland mills for years. 

The longest ocean tow of logs 
*n the Pacific coast Is from the 
giouth of the Columbia River to 
Ban Pedro, Cal., a distance of 
about 1.500 miles, but the trip ts 
possible only at certain time* of 
the year. 

Logging operators said that 
moving at about three knots an 
hour, about average speed, rafts 
would take month* to reach the 
British Isles, even If other factors 
were favorable. 

•Towing rafts across the At¬ 
lantic would be a very different 
thing to towing them across the 
North Sea,” said a tugboat opera¬ 
tor. “Fuel would be- another 
problem. A tanker would have to 
accompany the tugboat to main¬ 
tain a supply of oil.” 

Lord Marley'* suggestion re 
called similar theories offered In 
the last war to move B.C. logs 
and lumber to the British Isles. 

One of the most unusual plan* 
was originated by the late John 
Arbuthnot of Victoria, who de¬ 
signed plans for a solid wooden 
ship powered by steam.
